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Jail for thief who stole 
as he went job hunting 


Man, 26, took 
goods to pay 
for heroin use 

A PROLIFIC thief who stole from a 
Newmarket building site where he 
went looking for work has been 
jailed. 

Andy Young, 26, stole to help pay for 
heroin after relapsing into drug use, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard yesterday. 

Young, of Golden Miller Close, 
Newmarket, had pleaded guilty to two 
offences of theft and one of handling stolen 
property. 

Paul Evans, prosecuting, said items found 
in Young’s possession had come from a 
neighbour’s house which had been burgled 
by someone else on April 18. 

The items included a laptop computer, a 
Sony tablet, three watches, cash and a 
driving licence. 

Mr Evans said the occupier of the three- 
bedroom property had given police 
descriptions of two suspicious men seen 
“hanging around” about the time he left to 
go shopping.

The court heard Young went to 
Newmarket’s Bedford Lodge the next day to 
ask for casual labouring work for Barnes 
Construction and it was later discovered a 
rucksack belonging to a workman and a TV 
set belonging to Barnes Construction had 
been stolen. 

A police officer went to The Cash 
Machine shop in Newmarket and within an 
hour Young’s girlfriend Laura Ferguson 
arrived and was caught with the rucksack 
and TV. 

Mr Evans said a mobile phone in the 
possession of Ms Ferguson kept ringing as 
she was being arrested and she told the 
officer it was Young calling and who was 
outside. 

The court heard Young was then arrested 
and some of the items from the burglary 
were recovered during a search of his 
home. 

Ms Ferguson subsequently appeared 
before magistrates and was sentenced to a 
drug rehabilitation order. 

Joanne Eley, defending, said Young had 
resorted to stealing to pay for heroin 
following a relapse after a period during 
which he had avoided taking the drug. 

Miss Eley said: “He knows it is not an 
excuse. It is simply an explanation.” 

She said Young was anxious to end his 
drug dependency and had voluntarily 
signed up to see a probation officer for two 
months ahead of his sentencing. 

Judge John Holt said Young had five 
times breached a drug rehabilitation order 
and while not directly involved in the 
burglary he had been linked to it by 
handling some of the stolen items. 

Young was sentenced to a total of 12 
months imprisonment.

AN historic windmill looks set 
to receive a much-needed 
refurbishment. 

Ina and Andrew Kite, who 
own Downfield Windmill in 
Soham, want to carry out inter¬ 
nal and external repair works to 
the 18th century mill.

We have just witnessed the most amazing 
Olympic Games, with Team GB bringing home an 
outstanding number of medals. Now the games of 
the 30th Olympiad are over, and we wonder 
whether the London 2012 motto, 'inspire a 
generation', will be realised. 

So what is our local legacy from the Games? Have 
the people of Suffolk been inspired and will it 
make a difference? 

The feedback that I've had is that people have 
been inspired and they do want to take up or 
renew their interest in a sport but many just don't 
know how to go about it. What I don't want to 
happen is for them to not be able to find the 
information and lose their inspiration. Now's the 
time to make people aware of what is available, 
and to encourage them while their enthusiasm is 


still ready and raring to go. 

The message I want to send is 'visit your local 
leisure centre'. Even if the sport is not played at 
that centre, they will stock the Forest Heath Sports 
Club Guide and be able to point you in the right 
direction and put you in touch with a local club 
that can help. 

Anglia Community Leisure runs Brandon Leisure 
Centre (BLC), Mildenhall Dome Leisure Centre 
(DLC), Mildenhall Swimming Pool (MSP) and 
Newmarket Leisure Centre (NCL). Here are just of 
a few of the Olympic sports hosted at these 
centres:

Suffolk has produced our own share of local 
Olympians at London 2012 in the form of Goldie 
Sayers (Javelin) and Gold Medalist Victoria 
Pendleton (Cycling). These athletes were inspired, 
they put in the work and they have reaped the 
rewards. I hope that the legacy of the London 
2012 Games will be more local people getting 
into sport, whether for fun or for competition, and 
enjoying the same kind of exhilaration for 
themselves as they witnessed as spectators.

Town still split 
over store plan 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
build a new super¬ 
market in Soham are 
continuing to cause 
controversy. 

While some people say it 
is “just what the town 
needs” others insist another 
supermarket will harm 
Soham’s “already suffering” 
High Street. 

More than 150 people 
attended a public meeting at 
Soham Town Rangers’ 
stadium on August 14, 
which was organised to 
enable locals to have their 
say on the major plans. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, developers Harrier 
Developments Ltd want to 
develop a Northern Gateway 
in The Shade area of the 
town, to include a new 
supermarket, petrol station, 
business units, recreational 
space and a play area. 

East Cambs District 
Council’s planners were set 
to make a decision on the 
scheme earlier this year but 
the decision was put back 
by three months over 
numerous concerns, 
including the effects the

new supermarket could 
have on Soham’s town 
centre and traffic issues. 

Bosses at Harrier 
Developments could hear 
their fate next month, 
although they could be 
forced to wait even longer. 

Selina Markwell, of Sand 
Street, Soham, said: “I’m 
sick of hearing people 
whinging about the 
proposed new supermarket. 

“The majority of people 
who are against the plans 
are against change - not the 
proposals. 

“Soham desperately needs 
another supermarket, more 
shops and more services in 
general. It’s a fast-growing 
town with lots of new 
development and there just 
aren’t the facilities to 
support all the people. 

“We should be welcoming 
these plans with open arms 
- it’s just what the town 
needs.” 

But many locals are 
worried about the effect the 
development would have on 


the town centre. 

Geoff Carter, of 
Brewhouse Lane, Soham, 
said: “I think another 
supermarket is the last thing 
Soham needs. 

“We have enough of them. 
What we should be doing is 
focusing on the High Street 
and injecting a bit of life 
back into it. 

“The town centre is 
already suffering and 
building a new supermarket 
on the outskirts of town 
could be the final nail in the 
coffin for many of the 
independent traders. 

“If we’re not careful 
Soham will soon be like all 
the other towns in the 
country and no longer 
unique.” 

Harrier Developments say 
the supermarket alone could 
provide up to 200 jobs for 
local people. 

A statement from the firm 
said: “The great majority of 
people living in Soham are 
forced to travel to towns 
elsewhere to gain access to 
jobs, services and modern 
food store shopping 
facilities.”

Tributes paid to vicar 
who was ‘full of hope’

A VICAR and Second World War 
veteran who was “full of hope” 
has died at 88. 

The Rev Arthur Davies retired to 
Newmarket’s Studlands Park after 
serving as vicar to the partnership of 
Ashley, Cheveley, Woodditton, Saxon 
Street and Kitling and Upend for the 
11 years to 1986. 

He was vicar at the St Stephen’s and 
then Christ Church churches in 
Cambridge between 1965 and 1975, 
during which time he also helped 
train ministers including Michael 
Nazir-Ali who went on to serve as the 
106th Bishop of Rochester. 

Mr Davies and Sheila, his wife of 51 
years who died in 2001, adopted 
Sabina Sanders and Denise Cotten 
from Children’s Society homes and 
Sabina said he was a big supporter of 
the charity. 

Sabina, 49, who along with her 
sister lives in the United States, said 
the grandfather-of-four had believed 
in living every day to your fullest. She 
said: “He was full of hope, very 
positive, very encouraging, always 
saw everything through God’s eyes.” 

She said he had always had Bible 
study groups as a vicar and had 
founded one at Studlands Park when

he retired, which was modified into a 
prayer and support group as he aged, 
and he held the last of the sessions 
just two days before he died of heart 
failure on Wednesday, August 22. 

She said there was not a Sunday 
when she was growing up when the 
family did not have someone to 
dinner. Sabina said: “He made a point 
of inviting the person who lived alone 
or didn’t have children around them 


or didn’t have a spouse. Even when he 
retired they did that, they always had 
people in for dinner a couple of times 
a week and every Sunday, then when 
my mother died a part of his getting 
over the grief and the loss was to 
continue that and he did continue, he 
loved to invite people to dinner.” 

At just 16 in 1940, Mr Davies and 
his identical twin, George, had lied 
about their age to get into the navy 
and had survived the bombing of 
HMS Eskimo Destroyer ship and 
Arthur left the navy in 1945. 

He was struck down with 
tuberculosis in 1948 and was forced 
to delay his marriage to Sheila for two 
years but during his recovery, she had 
taught him to sew and embroider and 
Mr Davies belonged to a Newmarket 
quilting group for a decade until 
about a year before his death.

Students celebrate their GCSE results as a headteacher is furious with politicians 


College is 
shocked as 
record year 


hopes crash ft* 


RESULTS at Newmarket 
College fell short of 
expectations, but are 
believed to be in line with 
national trends this year. 

Principal Bob Cadwalladr 
said: “We are shocked and 
hugely disappointed with the 
GCSE exam results at 
Newmarket College. This group 
of students were pleasant, 
positive, well-behaved and 
well-motivated. They were 
well-taught, well-supported 
and well-prepared. 

“We were very confident that 
the students would achieve 
well and had good hopes of a 
record-breaking year. However, 
although 61 per cent gained 5 
A*-C grades, only 47 per cent 
gained a pass in English and 38 
per cent in maths. Overall, 
only 27 per cent of students 
gained 5 good passes including 
English and maths. 

“We can see where students 
haven’t achieved what we 
expected them to do, but it is 
difficult to understand or

rationalise why. There will be a 
lot of soul searching and hard 
thinking, but I can’t help 
thinking that political pressure 
on exam boards to ‘get tough’ 
has had an impact on today’s 
results. 

“I am distraught for my 
school, but I am furious if the 
lives and futures of our young 
people has been blighted for 
political point scoring. I hope 
that the parents, and wider 
community of Newmarket, will 
fight the damage that 
politicians have today inflicted 
on the young people of our 
town.

Politicians under fire for 'point scoring' 


A FURIOUS headteacher has 
lashed out at the “point¬ 
scoring politicians” who he 
says have “inflicted damage” 
on his GCSE students. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
principal of Newmarket 
College, said he is 
“distraught” following his 
school’s results and blames 
politicians for playing games 
with his pupils’ futures by 
putting pressure on exam 
boards to get tough. 

In a candid assessment, he 
said he was “shocked and 


hugely disappointed” with the 
results after just 27 per cent of 
students got 5 A*-C passes 
including English and maths, 
the benchmark test for a 
school’s performance. 

He said: “There will be a lot 
of soul searching and hard 
thinking, but I can’t help 
thinking that political 
pressure on exam boards to 
‘get tough’ has had an impact 
on today’s results. 

“I am distraught for my 
school, but I am furious if the 
lives and futures of our young 


people have been blighted for 
political point scoring.”

Unlucky breaks, but 
I still found Eldorado

Born 10 weeks early, with brittle bone disease, Julie's life expectancy was so 
short her parents were given the option of leaving her in hospital. But she 
defied the odds to become a successful actor - including a memorable role 
in iconic sitcom The Office - and a tireless campaigner for disability rights. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


A S the black cab drew 
up at the station, actor 
Julie Fernandez 
grabbed her bag and got to 
her feet. The instant she 
stood up, she heard a 
sickening crack, felt a rush of 
pain - and knew her right 
leg was broken. 

"I was on my way back 
from giving a talk at the 
British Film Institute on 
disability equality," says the 
TV star, with a wry laugh. "I 
heard the crack and knew 
immediately what it was: a 
freak fracture. So I said to the 
cab driver 'forget the station 
- I think we should go to 
A&E'. 

"I spent the next four 
months lying in bed in my 
living room and it was boring 
as hell. But you just have to 
get used to that kind of 
thing: you have to get on 
with it, don't you?" 

Julie - best known for her 
roles as Brenda in hit 
mockumentary The Office , 
and Nessa in the ill-fated 
soap Eldorado - has brittle 
bone disease. Throughout 
her life, she has suffered a 
frightening 100 fractures and 


been through more than 70 
operations. 

Determined not to let her 
disability hold her back, 

Julie, who uses a wheelchair, 
has become a flag-flyer for 
equal rights: despite all her 
health problems, she has 
forged a high-profile career 
path as an actress, public 
speaker and campaigner. 

Julie and husband Andrew 
are also foster parents; 
they've opened their home 
to some half a dozen 
teenagers in the last two 
years alone. And Julie, a 
keen crafter, recently 
opened a shop with business 
partner Sarah Payne: based 
in the village of Ellington, 
near Huntingdon, it's called 
Bee Crafty. As well as selling 
all manner of materials, from 
beads and buttons to fabric, 
Julie and Sarah run frequent 
workshops, teaching skills 
from patchwork to jewellery 
making. 

"When I was stuck in bed 
for all those months a friend 
bought me a patchwork kit," 
explains Julie, 37. "It was 
brilliant: it gave me 
something to do and 


stopped me going insane... 

Julie explains that her 
challenges began the day she 
was bom - dangerously 
premature, at 10 weeks 
early. Rushed to a specialist 
natal unit, both her femurs 
fractured during a hip test. 
That's when doctors realised 
she had brittle bone disease. 

"My parents were told my 
life expectancy was two 
years old, and that they 
could expect to have to carry 
me everywhere until then on 
a pillow. They were given 
the option to leave me in 
hospital, which is hard to 
believe now. There was a 
real lack of understanding of 
my condition in those days. 

"My mum took me home, 
fed me up and, instead of 
growing weaker, I went from 
strength to strength. She 
learned all kinds of 
alternative therapies, 
including reflexology, and 
she used to treat me at 
home. There's no doubt in 
my mind that made an 
enormous difference." 

Wanting their daughter to 
lead as normal and full a life 
as possible, Julie's parents 


refused to wrap her up in 
cotton wool. Explaining that 
her bones are so brittle, a 
gentle tap could break her 
wrist, Julie says she suffered 
seemingly endless fractures 
as a child: "I'd end up 
having to lie flat for six to 
eight weeks at a time. It was 
tough." 

"I can remember being 
eight and in a full body cast," 
she continues. "My mum got 
a thick duvet, folded it up on 
the kitchen floor, put me on 
it and presented me with a 
bowl of washed-up plates 
and a tea towel. As far as she 
was concerned, having a 
disability didn't mean I 
couldn't achieve things." 

Defying doctors' 
redictions, Julie went on to 
ecome a pupil at 
Hampshire's Lord Mayor 
Treloar School and College 
where, as at home, 'disability 
was never used as an excuse 
not to do something'. It was 
while at Treloar that Julie 
caught the acting bug: she 
was part of the first group of 
disabled students ever to 
study drama GCSE. 

In the run-up to her A 
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■ Bee Crafty has just 
turned one and, to 
celebrate, Julie and Sarah 
asked their customers to 
help stitch two ‘community 
quilts’, which are now being 
raffled in aid of two local 
charities: Julie nominated 
the Papworth Trust, which 
supports people with 
disabilities, and Sarah, who 
has a hearing impairment 
herself, selected The 
Cambridge and Huntingdon 
Deaf Children’s Society. 

“We wanted to give 
something back to the local 
community,” explains 
Sarah. “Everyone has made 
us welcome and so many 
people have supported the 
business. Both Julie and I 
are passionate about the 
impact craft can have on 
people’s lives. 

“My husband died 
suddenly-he was killed in 
a car accident, aged 30 - 
and I felt totally lost. A 
friend bought me a cross- 
stitch kit to give me 
something to do and as 
soon as I started I was 
hooked. I think it helped me 
through the grieving 
process.”

Crafty’s two ‘community

levels, Eldorado, the BBC 
soap set on the Costa del 
Sol, came calling. The 
casting team contacted the 
school looking for an actor 
to play Vanessa, a teenage 
girl who hated schoolwork, 
liked boys - and also 
happened to use a 
wheelchair. 

"She was very like me in 
many ways," laughs Julie. "I 
auditioned and got the job! 
And thank god I did: I 
wasn't at all academic, so if 
Eldorado hadn't happened I 
don't know what I would 
have done. I flew out to 
Spain a few weeks later to 
start filming, so it was quite 
a whirlwind." 

Starring alongside big 
names like Jesse Birdsall 
(who played the dastardly 
Marcus Tandy, seen sailing 
off into the sunset with 
puppy-dog girlfriend Pilar in 
the final episode), Julie was 
famous overnight: "The 
press followed me 
everywhere. It was quite a 
culture shock, going from 
the confines of boarding 
school to that." 

When Eldorado was 
scrapped, amid complaints 
of poor plotlines and 
shoddy acting, Julie admits 
it was a genuine sadness. 
"The show took time to get 
going and by the end it had 
so many fans: there are still 
people campaigning now to 
bring it back." 

Another career highlight 
was scooping the role of 
Brenda in series two of The 
Office, the award-winning 
brainchild of Ricky Gervais 
and Stephen Merchant. 
"That was such fun to work 
on," says Julie. "The 
executive producer was 
someone I knew from 
school, so it was a very 
relaxed atmosphere for me: 
by the time I joined the 
cast, having someone on 
the team with a disability 


was nothing new. 

"It was a ground-breaking 
series in lots of ways - and it 
opened up a real discussion 
about disability equality, 
which was brilliant." 

The second series of The 
Office happened to 
coincide with the 
implementation of a 
Disability Discrimination 
Act focused on providing 
equal access to goods and 
services. In one scene, 

David Brent (Gervais) and 
Gareth (Mackenzie Crook) 
attempt to carry Brenda 
downstairs as part of a fire 
drill; deciding it's too much 
like hard work, they 
abandon her half-way 
down the staircase. Yes, says 
Julie, it was funny - but 
there could be no clearer 
illustration of the 
repercussions of inadequate 
access. 

"Wherever I want to go, 
whatever I want to do, I 
have to plan ahead and 
work out the logistics," she 
adds. "I'm always saying 
that people with disabilities 
make great employees: 
they're brilliant at solving 
problems and strategising 
their way round things... 
They have to be." 

Although Julie has always 
pledged to live life to the 
full, she admits there was a 
time, in her 20s, when she 
wondered if she'd ever find 
love. 

"Men are generally a lot 
more body conscious than 
women when it comes to 
their partners. I did wonder 
if I'd ever meet anyone 
who'd have the 
understanding and kindness 
required. And then I found 
Andrew, and he's just 
amazing." 

Meeting through Julie's 
charity work - she is a 
tireless campaigner for 
various causes - the couple 


got together a decade ago 
and married in 2008. 

"We decided not to have 
children. I knew there 
would be a 50/50 chance 
of a child inheriting brittle 
bone disease and, while I 
have an amazing life, I 
don't want to give this 
disability to another human 
being. 

"We discussed adoption, 
but Andrew wasn't too 
keen. So we decided to 
foster. We get mostly 
teenagers and, though it 
can be hard work, it's an 
amazing and rewarding 
experience." 

Julie concedes that 
juggling all her 
commitments - the shop, 
the kids, her media and 
charity work - can be 
exhausting. "I don't have 
room for anything else. 
Most days I'm in bed by 
8pm." 

But Julie has a 
philosophical approach, 
informed in part by her 
open-minded upbringing. 
"My parents are both 
spiritualists, so I grew up 
with a mind open to all 
kinds of possibilities. It's not 
a religious thing for me, but 
I do believe in life after 
death - that there is 
something more. 

"I can actually see spirits. 
The first time it happened I 
was still a child: it was a 
woman running along, as if 
she was being chased... 

Her hair was flying out 
behind her. I think the 
universe is an amazing 
place, full of mysteries. 
There's so much we still 
don't understand." 

"As I said, I have an 
amazing life," adds Julie. 
"It's proof, if it were 
needed, that having a 
disability shouldn't hold you 
back - it shouldn't stop you 
doing anything."

Follow Montague’s 
style recipe for a magical 
Moroccan interior. 

PATTERN POWER 
Picking up on pattern is 


essential, with Moroccan 
rooms boasting different 
patterns on walls, 
ceilings, doors and 
furnishings. 

“Creating a wall of 
vibrant, decorative tiles is 
a fantastic way of 
introducing some mood¬ 
enhancing colour and an 
exotic Eastern touch,” 
says Leila Roberts, tile 
category manager at Fired 
Earth. 

“Think about com¬ 
bining patterns and 
colours to create a warm, 
tapestry-like effect. If 
you’re not sure about 
tiling an entire wall, then 
a tiled panel with painted 
walls either side can be a 
great compromise, acting 
as a dramatic backdrop to 
furniture and accessories.” 

COLOUR MAGIC 
Playing with a dazzling 
palette of shades to 
conjure the rich, enticing 
sensuality of Moroccan 
rooms is fundamental to 
this style, says Montague. 

“Colour is embraced as 
a source of happiness, 
visual stimulation and 
beauty. It often starts with 
the front door which will 
be painted blue to ward 
off the evil eye. 

“Colour continues in¬ 
doors, varying from 
sunny shades, such as 
orange and yellow, 
through to deep reds, 
while greens represent 
fertility and growth.” 


Interpreting the look in 
a contemporary way is 
easily done with deep 
shades of orange, advises 
Marianne Shillingford, 
creative director at 
Dulux. 

“You don’t need to con¬ 
sume a space with a vib¬ 
rant colour - be creative 
by painting a pattern by 
using a stencil or by 
experimenting with a 
special effect perhaps on 
a feature wall,” she says. 

“Try a fiery orange to 
add a visual hug of 
warmth to painted 
features and accessories. 
For a chilled-out look, 
team oranges with a 
sophisticated grey.” 

SULTRY SEATING 
Living rooms in Morocco 
are designed to be 
beautiful, restful and 
versatile with ample 
seating for the constant 
flow of guests, says 
Montague. 

Characteristic seating is 
a Moroccan banquette, a 
low-slung backless 
couch, which typically 
runs along all three walls 
forming a U-shape. 

“Create a banquette by 
placing a twin mattress 
on wooden pallets and 
then layering with 
lengths of brilliantly 
coloured fabrics or 
throws and use lavishly 
embroidered cushions for 
a snug, inviting feel,” she 
suggests.

T HE life of 
celebrated 
psychologist 

Sigmund Freud comes to 
the stage when the 
Theatre Royal Bath 
brings Hysteria, written 
and directed by Terry 
Johnson and starring Sir 
Antony Sher, to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

Having fled Nazi 
occupied Austria, 

Sigmund Freud just 
wants to live out his 
final days quietly in leafy 
Hampstead. His 
peaceful existence is 
rudely interrupted by the 
arrival of two unexpected 
guests - one is a woman 
who literally cannot keep 
her clothes on and the 
other is a flamboyant 
Spanish gentleman called 
Salvador Dali. 

Both leaders in their field, 
Dali and Freud had more in 
common that you might 
think - a desire to break new 
ground and to challenge 
public perceptions on how 
the world should be viewed. 


Dali and the surrealist 
movement adopted Freud as 
their unofficial 'patron saint', 
his explorations and studies of 
the subconscious were what 
they aspired to portray in their 
art. Freud however, had little 
time for the surrealists and 
their beliefs - this was 
definitely not a reciprocal 
admiration.

his numerous credits include 
roles for the RSC and the 
National Theatre. Returning to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre are 
Will Keen as Dali, (Cheek By 
Jowl's Macbeth, 2011) and 
David Horovitch (Mike Leigh's 
Grief from the National 
Theatre, 2011). Indira Varma, 
Don mar Warehouse & Royal 
Court regular, completes this 
stellar cast. 

Tony Johnson is the award 
winning writer and director of 
Hysteria. His many directorial 
and/or writing credits include 
Insignificance, One Flew over 
the Cuckoo's Nest and Dead 
Funny, all in the West End. 
He won the 2012 Tony 
Award for Best Director of a 
Musical for La Cage Aux 
Folles.

TOTAL RECALL 
CERTIFICATE 12A,1h58m 

THE human brain is capable of 
processing hundreds of billions of 
instructions every second, putting to 
shame many supercomputers. 

But like those supercomputers, the 
brain is susceptible to viruses and 
corruption. 

False memories can be planted - 
without any malicious intent: an 
older family member recounts a 
hilarious anecdote from our 
formative years and without any 
evidence to the contrary, we ‘create’ 
an image in the mind’s eye to match 
their perception. 

The complexities of the brain, and 
the ease with which it can be 
tricked, are the central theme of Total 
Recall, a testosterone-fuelled 
remake of the 1990 Paul Verhoeven 
action adventure inspired by Philip K 
Dick’s short story We Can 
Remember It For You Wholesale. 
Punctuated by thrilling action set 
pieces set to Harry Gregson- 
Williams’ bombastic score, Len 
Wiseman’s film barely pauses for 
breath to worry about 
characterisation as preposterous 
twist follows outrageous turn. 

Fans of the Arnold Schwarzenegger 
version will be two steps ahead of 
the screenwriters, but directorial brio 
and eye-popping special effects hold 
our interest when there is nothing on 
screen to fire our little grey cells. 

In the late 21st century, Earth is a 


radioactive wasteland apart from 
two outposts on opposite sides of 
the planet: the prosperous United 
Federation of Britain ruled by 
Chancellor Cohaagen (Bryan 
Cranston) and the polluted, rain- 
saturated Colony, home to millions 
of workers and the underground 
resistance led by Matthias (Bill 
Nighy). 

Factory worker Doug Quaid (Colin 
Farrell) lives in this hellhole with his 


wife Lori (Kate Beckinsale) and 
travels to work in the UFB with best 
friend Harry (Bokeem Woodbine) via 
The Fall: a giant elevator running 
close to the Earth’s core which links 
the two settlements. 

Unfulfilled and frustrated, Doug visits 
Rekall, a shadowy company which 
promises to realise clients’ dreams 
by implanting artificial memories. 

In Doug’s case, he wants to be a 
super spy. 


Shortly before the procedure takes 
hold, Rekall technician McClane 
(John Cho) discovers that Doug’s 
memory has been wiped. 

In the blink of an eye, the factory 
worker’s world implodes and he 
goes on the run in the company of 
rebel agent Melina (Jessica Biel). 
Total Recall is bombastic fun so long 
as you disengage your brain and 
submit to the gargantuan leaps in 
logic.

Boosting bulbs for 


springtime 


I F your summer pots are 
looking straggly and tired, 
bite the bullet, bin the 
summer bedding and make a 
head start by filling your 
containers with spring bulbs. 

Bulbs often do better in containers 
than in the ground, as you can control 
drainage better and plant them in 
gritty compost which gives them more 
chance of success. 

Ideally, daffodils, crocuses and 
hyacinths should be planted by the 
end of September, although they can 
be planted later. 

Tulips should be planted in late 
October or November, as they need a 
drop in temperature to root well. 
Planting in lower temperatures may 
also reduce the chances of them 
getting a fungal disease called tulip 
blight (Botrytis tulipae), which can rot 
the bulbs or cause lesions on the 
leaves. 

Don't be fooled into thinking that 
spring bulbs in pots should all be of 
the dwarf variety. 

While there's few prettier sights 
than a mass of deep blue muscari 
filling a small traditional terracotta pot, 
don't be afraid of planting big, bold 
bulbs en masse in bigger pots because, 
provided they are in a fairly sheltered 
spot away from strong winds, they 
should give you a stunning display. 

Crown imperials (Fritillaria 
imperialis) look impressive planted in 
groups of three in large metal

containers in a contemporary setting, 
alongside trimmed box and other 
architectural plants, while narcissi with 
stout stems, such as N. Bridal Crown, 
will provide long-lasting blooms and 
won't topple over in cooler situations. 

I love the strong form of the Darwin 
tulips, which can reach 50-60cm in 
height and bloom from mid to late 
spring. They are how you would 
expect a tulip to look, with no frills or 
blousy flowers. A surefire winner is 
Tulipa Queen Of Night, with its strong 
stems carrying silky purple-black 
flowers. I prefer to plant it as a single 
variety, without any plant partners, 
and place it against a white wall to 
show off its deep, rich colour to its 
best. Many gardeners opt for layering 
bulbs for a continuous display 
throughout spring. This is done by 
planting a variety of bulbs at different 
depths in the pot. 

For instance, in a large container 
insert larger bulbs such as tulips, 


covering them in compost, then add 
another layer of medium-sized bulbs 
such as dwarf narcissi and cover these, 
then finally add small bulbs such as 
crocuses or snowdrops and top them 
with a final layer of compost. 

The bulbs nearer the top will flower 
first, then as they die down they will 
be replaced by the medium bulbs, 
which will in turn be replaced by the 
larger bulbs later in the season. 

Recipes might include Scilla siberica 
on the top layer, Narcissus Tete a Tete 
in the middle layer and Tulipa Golden 
Apeldoorn on the bottom layer, but 
there are many other possibilities. 

When planting bulbs, place crocks 
in the bottom of the pot, add 15- 
20cm of multi-purpose compost with 
added John Innes or bulb fibre and 
begin your layering, nestling late- 
flowering bulbs into the surface of the 
compost and adding compost just to 
cover the bulbs or leave the tips 
showing. 

If you leave pots outside in the 
winter, don't let them become 
sodden. Stand the pots on feet to 
allow the moisture to drain through. 

FHowever, don't let the pots dry out 
either or it will lead to stunted growth 
and flowers which wilt quickly. 

It's a good bet to put the pots by the 
house in winter, moving them to 
expose them to the elements from 
February onwards, so they don't dry 
out. Once the bulbs are in flower, 
water them every other day.

I’m so lucky: Queally 



TOM Queally thanks his lucky 
stars he is part of the Frankel 
success story. 

The Irish-born jockey reflected 
on the unbeaten colt’s sensational 
victory in the Juddmonte 
International Stakes at York last 
week and, like everyone, was 
impressed by the performance of 
the Sir Henry Cecil-trained colt as 
he swept to a 13th successive 
victory on his first attempt at 
10 furlongs. 

“It was awesome - he was 
absolutely amazing,” said Queally. 
“Words don't describe what this 
horse can do and what he means to 
everybody. He's the horse of a 
lifetime. 

“I’m in a special position and 
honoured and privileged to be part 
of it all. The Queen Anne was a 
demolition job and the margin (11 
lengths) was impressive that day. In 
the Guineas he slaughtered them 
all from pillar to post. 

“Last week he settled so well. He 
shouldn’t have won by seven 
lengths because I expected to be sat 
nearly all the way to the furlong 
pole, but to thunder away by seven 
lengths in the space of a furlong 
takes some doing. 

“Everything is possible with this 
horse. He’s exceptional. It’s like 
getting the Lotto numbers.” 

Frankel cemented his place in the 
record books by becoming the first 
horse to notch a rating of 140 for a 
second time and only Dancing 
Brave, in the 1986 Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe, has recorded a higher 
figure of 141. 

“To achieve 140 twice in his 
career is a ground-breaking 
performance by the world’s best 
racehorse and he could yet go on to 
match or even top Dancing Brave’s 
141, perhaps on QIPCO British 
Champions Day,” said the British 
Horseracing Authority’s head of 
handicapping, Phil Smith. 

Pat Eddery, rode many top-class 
horses for Khalid Abdullah,
